‘Accordingly, Captain GLOVER interviewed in the office of the 
British War Relief, first floor, Ambassador Hotel, 3400 Wilshire 
Boulevard, los Angeles, advised that he had known Major RUTLAND for 
the past several years and until very recent monthe had held him in 
the highest esteem as a loyal Britisher with an excellent World War 
record and a first~class business man,e- He stated he had frequently 
been a guest in RUTLAND'S home at$261 Warbler Way, West Los Angeles, 
California and thet he had never noticed anything, which, in his 
opinion, would indicate that RUTLAND might possibly be an under-cover 
agent for a foreign principal, although he said thet during those 
visits he had not been.on the lookout for such evidence.

Captain GLOVER further informed that he recalled having recommended, 
with RUTLAND and others whose mmes he could not recall, an Irishman by 
the name of BARRY, for a job as night watchman in the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation, and that he anderstood that RUTLAND and BARRY were very 
good friends. He stated he knew BARRY slightly, and that formerly 


BARRY had held good positions, but was a temperamental Irishman, and 
an extreme nationalist, but he felt BARRY was a deserving man. “He 
could not recall whether he had endorsed BARRY at RUTLAND'S solicitation 


or at BARRY'S solicitation. 


This individual is identical with the RAYMOND ALEXANDER BARRY, 
1553 North Hudson Avenue, Hollywood, California, telephone GRanite 0556, 
as reflected on pages 25, 26, and 27 of reference report, and was em= 
ployed by Lockheed Aircraft Corporation, 1705 Vietory Place, Burbank, 
Californie, as a sweaper or janitor on December 15, 1939, Captain 
NORMAN GLOVER advised that his suspicions had been aroused at the

AU@ST was in the import-oxport business, 
and at one time was a director of Cornes and Company, a prominont British 
merchant and shipping firm with main offices in Yokohama, and branch offices 
in Kobe. AUGUST also speculated on the Japan Stock and Share Market and from 
appearances and hearsay, according to Confidential Informant [-__] mado an bID 
appreciable little fortune.

(RUTLAND and his present wife were both previously married.. She went with him 

to France and later to Japan where they were married in 1924). “hen he found 
there were three men following him, he decided it must be in connection with the 
service, He describes his tactics in tricking the followers into disclosing 
themselves. The whole tone of the letter is humorous. 


According to other communications in this file at the time RUTLAND requested 
permission to resign from the service he had also requested a passport and 
permission to leave Ingiand for France. He was placed on hilf pay in the service 
end told he could not leave the country without the consent of the ‘ir Ministry, 
which was at first denicd.

He was in partnership with-(AKANTISU NAKAZAuA, who was also born in 
Japan, and has been in the United States for thirty-five years and eloven 
months (at the time of the interview). 


HOXISAVA was not in possession of an Alien legistration 
card, but possessed papers showing correspondence with Attorney General, BID- 
DLE's office regarding the less of these papers and a notarized statement of 
the loss.

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Obituary 


SIR H. GILLIES 


NOTED PLASTIC 
SURGEON 


SIR HAROLD GILLIES, who 

has died aged 78, was one 
of two New Zealanders who be- 
came plastic surgeons with 
world-wide reputation: The 
other was Sir Archibald 
MclIndoe. 


During and between both World 
Wars, Sir Harold worked with high 
skill and infinite patience to restore 
the mutilated faces of wounded 
Servicemen. Some 19,000 victims 
of the 1914-18 war alone were 
treated at the Sidcup hospital 
where he then operated. 


He earned his patients’ sratitude 
not only by his surgical skill, but by 
the confidence 
and_ optimism he 
radiated, | and 
transmitted to 
them, at a time of 
desp: 


After _ multiple 
operations. spread 
sometimes: over 
several years, 
those who had 
recoiled from a 
glimpse of their 
faces in a mirror 
left hospital and 
mixed freely with 
their fellow-men; 
their morale, as 
wort as tele 
a ieatures, hac een 
Sm Harolp Completely 
Gitues restored. 

In, “The Principles and Art of 
Plastic Surgery,” written by Sir 
Harold and ’Dr. Ralph Millard, an 
‘American surgeon, he described some 
of his most successful cases, not all 
of them due to war injuries. 

Servicemen with half, or more, of 
their faces shot away’ needed new 
noses, ears, eyelids and checks. These 
were grafted on with imagination and 
precision. 


_ Children who had suffered horrify- 
ing injuries from scalds, or by falling 
into fires, were brought to him and 
their features gradually restored until, 
in later years, to his delight, they 
Proudly wrote informing him_ they 
were engaged to be married. His rs 
markable skill and artistry caused him 
to be known with justice as a sculptor 
in fiesh. 


One of his youngest patients, an 
18-month-oid boy, fell into a fireplace 
and clutched at the bars of the grate, 
All his fingers were terribly burned, 
and those of one hand were tightiy 
curled, 


w_Jn the vourse of the next five years 
Dir’ Harold grafted skin from the 
child’s thigh on to his hands, Subs 

quently the boy became head of his 
school gymnasium class and played 
cricket regularly, In 1935 Sir Harold 
operated on King Leopold of the Bel- 
gians to remove scars sustained in the 
car rash in which Queen Astrid was 

illed. 


‘TREATMENT IMPROVED 

During the 1939-45 war Sir Harold 
sponsored a notable advance in treat- 
ment for fractures of the jaw. Steel 
pins were implanted on cach side of 
the fracture and the two ends of the 
broken bone brought together by an 
ingenious arrangement of stainless 
steel bars and moveable nuts. The 
Process obviated weeks of immobility 
and discomfort. 


A noted sportsman in bis younger 
days, he rowed for Cambridge in 1904, 
and represented the University at golf 
in 1903, 1904 and 1905. He played 
golf for England against Scotland 
three times, Consultant to the Min! 
try of Health and to the Services, he 
was knighted in 1930. 

His first. wife was Migs Kathleen 
Jackson, who died in 1957; they had 
two sons and two daughters. Later 
that year he married Miss Marjorie 
Clayton, who had been his surgical 
assistant for about 20 years.
